At the Weſt End of this Church; are three En- 


trances, the principal of which is under the Tower; 


over wlich is a ſtately Loft, and an excellent 


Organ, built by Thomas Swarebeick: Againſt 


the faid Wall in the Church are two Boxes to 
receive Alms, that towards the North for the 
relief of the Poor when fick, the other towards the 


South for the ule of the Charity School. In the 


Entrance of the Middle Iſle is a capacious Marble 
Font, the Decorations gilt. Further on are erected 
elegant and ſpacious Galleries, two very large 
Branches of poliſhed Braſs; and at the Welt End 
facing the Pulpit, is a Time Piece, on one Side, 
and the Queen's Arms on the other: At the Ex- 
tremity of this Ifle runs a Croſs Iſle North and 
South, in the Centre of which is the Entrance ot 
the Choir, by a Pair of Iron Gates of good Work- 


manſhip, on each Side of wiuch an elegant Patent 
Stove is fixed.

dens for Marriages, 94 Ounces of wrought Plate, 
for the Uſe of the Bailiffs ſueceſſively. And to the 
Borough of Strattord and Banbury gol. each, to be 
lent to honeſt Tradeſmen, Vide Dugdale's War. 


This Charity, Reader, was fo wiſely inſtituted, 
and the Truſt to honeſtly executed, that, if to thy 
Faith Thou art diſpos'd to join good Works Thou 
needs ſeek no farther for a Model, or Encourage- 
ment or opportunity, for ye have the Poor with 
you always.

At the coming into the Choir My Lord made a 
lowe Courtiſie to the French King's Armes, being 
under the Clothe of Eſtate, and 10 was brought by 
the Herrauld's to his own Place, where he fat 
and heard the Sermon. After the Sermon was 
ended a Miniſter went to the Communion. Table, 
and ſtanding at the North Side thereof, he faid the 
Service of & Communion untill he came to the 
Exhortation of Alms and Relief of the Poor. 
Then the ſaid Miniſter went to the Middle of the 
Table, and taking in his Hand a Baſon of Silver 
there ready, the Children and others of the Church
